~ The Japanese transports and war- 
ships, preceded by minc-sweepers, 
left Wuhu on Saturday night and by 
1 a.m, on Sunday had reached Tatung, 
60 miles further up the rf[ver. 

The first troops were landed at 
Tassuchi, 12 miles _-north-cast of 
Anking, at dawn on Sunday, and the 
fortifications at Chengiangkow were 
stormed and occupied before midday. 

Almost simultancously, the main 
body of Japanese forces was landed 
ot Tawanghino and ‘Sinkiackou, ten 
and elght miles respectively east of 
Anking, and the march on Anking 
commenced trom three directlons. 

The Jupanese were greatly assist- 


ed by a dense Yangtse fog, which 
completely enveloped the district and 
made defence against an Invisible 
enemy almost hopeless. 

In the course of Sunday afternoon 
and evening, the Japanese occupied 
one after anather the various parts 
of the city, and at 11 p.m. on Sunday 
night the Anhwei cnpital was com- 
pletely in possession of the Invaders.

No “nursing” of wines; each wine

Any guest over-indulging to leave 
the table. 


Mr. A. J. A. Symons, seerctary of 
the Wine and Food Socicty, challenges 
the rule on the “nursing” of wines. 
Speaking to a reporter, he said: 


CUDDLING WINE 


“If they do not have to ‘nurse'|- 


wines in Chicago, they are very lucky. 
Certain wines should be drunk at the 
temperature of the room, and if, as 
is usually the case, 0 cellar keeps the 
wine too cool, the only thing to do 


to plunging it in warm water to bring 
it up to the required temperature. 


AS YOU PLEASE 


“As to the napkin, it does not matter 
where you place it, Most Continental 
epicures do tuck it into the collar. 
With certain dishes—such as Moules 
Marinicres (mussels in a sauce, eaten 
direct from the shelt)—this can be on 
advantage. 


“Incidentally, I prefer to have all 
the glasses left on the table until the 
end of the meal. Then one can re- 
view one’s first opinion of the wine 
one has tried an hour or so before. 


“There should be one more rule, 
The hands should be washed in non- 
seented soap before dinner. Other- 
wise one perceives the aroma of the 
sonp Instead of the bonquct of the 
wine.”

Then he 
made out a will, revoking an old 
will in favour of his wife, and 
left everything he possessed to 
a former mistress, a woman 
whom he had digcarded_befure 
his wife returned to England. 


“It was the case of a man so 
determined to exercise his spite 
on his wife and children, even 
on his deathbed, that he pre- 
fe-red a cust-off mistress to 
tem.” 


Men have suffered from the 
old gap in the law as well as 
women. 1 know of a case where 
a husband and wife worked to- 
gether in their own shop for 28 
years and saved £10,000. This 
was banked in the wife’s name. 


After a moter accident she 
had delusions which tusk the 
form of dislike of her husband. 
Although he nursed her devoted- 
ly she was influenced by nieces 
who had done nothing to help 
her. She left them well pro- 
vided for and bequeathed only 
£2 a week to her husband. 


Lives Made Wretched 


ANOTHER, out of 

dozens’ of such cases, 

is that of a man of nearly 70 

who, after 46 years’ contended 

married life, met, « woman. of 

bad reputation with an illegiti- 
mate child. 


A few months later he made 
a will_leaving the bulk of his 
money to this woman, and order- 
ing that his wife, in the event of 
contesting the will, was to lose 
all possible benefit, which was 
to go to the dogr home. 

So the cases go on—each a 
vivid picture of a good life un- 
deservedly made wretched. 


It is a melancholy reflection 
that when this Bill at last be- 
comes Iaw it-will be too Iate to 
remedy the grievances of those 
whose hard lot has helped to 
provide evidence for this long 
needed reform. 

One of the hopes of the pro- 
moters is thet the measure will: 
have an immediate effect by pre- 
venting testators from making 
unjust wills which they know 
are likely to be upset on appeal.

SUPPRESSION 
OF HAWKERS 


Yesterday a Hongkong magis- 
trate expressed the opinion that 
the police of the Colony were 
“working overtime to no good 
purpose” in arresting eighty-six 
hawkers in Wanchai and West 
Point during the week-end. 
The magistrate is a busy man 
and anyone can understand and 
appreciato his very human 
exasperation at having these 
cases put before him when im- 
portant matters are occupying 
his mind. And in spite of the 
fact that the police appear to 
think it so, the rounding up of 
these unfortunate hawkers is 
not important, relatively speak- 
ing, to the welfare of Hongkong. 
Most of them appear to be in- 
offensive enough, trying to earn 
an honest living, which is more 
than can be said for a consider- 
able proportion of the lower 
class element of this community. 
The scores of cases of snatching 
and other minor crimes which 
come before the magistrates are 
proof enough on that point.. Be 
sides, it is considerably better to 
have hawkers, even unlicenced 
hawkers, peddling their pitiful 
goods in the streets and making 
enough money to buy themselves. 
a bowl or two of rice and fish, 
than to have them begging in 
their full force. The magis- 
trate, commenting on the ques- 
tion of licensing these people, 
observed that it appeared to be 
easier for young men and women 
to procure permission to sell 
their little wares than for the old 
ones. Surely this is manifestly 
unfair. Without any knowledge 
of ‘the requirements of the 
requirements of the authorities 
which issue these licences, it is 
impossible to criticise. But on 
the evidence of the magistrate 
himself it appears that some- 
thing is radically wrong with 
the system. If old people are to 
be deprived of the opportunity 
of making | meagre living as 
hawkers, they have no recourse, 
in most instances, except to turn 
to mendicacy. They: are too 

w, in all probability, to be 
successful thieves. One would 
think that they would be given 
all the assistance possible by 
authority to keep them out of 
mischief, It is a shame -to 
punish them for trying to earn

SHADOW of an old 
injustice lying over 


the homes of innocent 
English people is within 
measurable distance of 
being swept away for ever. 
This is the scandal of unjust 
wills, by which loyal and blame- 
less wives or families are left 
destitute through the whim or 
cruel spite of those from whom 
they naturally expected help. 


A Private Member's Bill, 
which has just been passed un- 
opposed at the Third Reading, 
has opened the gates of justice 
for numerous possible victims of 
the future. 


If this Bill—the Inheritance 
(Family Provision) Bill, which 
was so ably piloted by Mr. Stan- 
ley Holmes, is equally successful 
in the Lords, it will be a further 
proof that the private member 
may still be the means of put- 
ting on the Statute Book really 
important reforms. 

In the debate on the Third 
Reading 1 described myself as 
the “great-grand-mother” of the 
Bill, and my mind went back to 
the first measure dealing with 
the evil 


family, which 1 introduced in 


Tyrannical Spite 
wus was based on the 
principje of Scottish 
and Continental Law, also fol- 
lowed in certain States in Ame- 
rica, whereby the surviving 
spouse or child has a statutory 
right to a fixed proportion of the 
estate. 

That Bill was referred to & 
Joint Select Committee of both 
Houses of Parliament, which 
reported that a reform was de- 
sirable, but that it preferred the 
plan followed in many parts of 
the Dominions whereby a dis- 
inherited wife, husband or child 
has the right of appeal to the 
courts. 

These, at their discretion, 
order suitable provision to be 
made out of the estate.

this body in action, from con- 
stables. to the most senior 
otlicers, knows that without 
being told.

under the Bill, only to the hus- 
band or wife of the testator; 
children under 21; or, if over 21, 
to unmarried daughters and dis- 
abled sons. 

Except in the case of estates 
of leas than £2,000 in value, the 
court can only make provision 
from the income, and not from 
the capital of the estate. 

In casea where the testator left 
wife or husband and one or more 
dependents, the court might 
order that reasonable provision 
be made, provided the amount of 
such annual income did not ex- 
ceed two-thirds of the total in- 
come of the estate. 

Where wife or husband only, 
or dependents only, are left, the 
amount of annual income which 
the court might order to be pro- 
vided should not be more than 
one-half of the total income of 
the estate. 

Full regard must be given to 
all relevant circumstances, in- 
cluding the conduct of the dis- 
inherited person, and any just 
reason for the disinheritance, 
before a decision is given. 

Opponents of the Bill have 
often urged that there are few 
hard cases under the existing 


aw. : 

They would change their esti- 
mate of the degree of suffering 
caused by the Englishman’s 
right to cut off his family with 
the proverbial shilling if they 
could read through the files of 
letters which I and other pro- 
moters of the Bill have received 
from every part of the country. 

The most frequent cause of 
the tragedy is the “second 
woman,” to whom the husband 
transfers his affections when 
his wife grows old. 

Typical of these cases is that 
of the widow of a medical prac- 
titioner in Lancashire of whom 
I have heard. Married when 
her husband was only a student, 
she even entered domestic ser- 
vice to enable him to have money 
to take his degree. 

For many years they were 
happily married. Then her hus- 
band met a younger woman, to 
whom he left all his money. Now 
his widow is almost penniless. 
She just manages to exist on 
some public relief, and on slen- 
der assistance from her father, 
who has an old-age pension. 

I have before me a letter from 
a woman living at a South Coast’ 
town, who says: 

My father died in 1907 leaving 
£60,000. He left my mother an 
annuity of £260, and his four 
daughters an annuity of £60. 
The remainder was left to a re- 
ligious body. We could not up- 
set the will on grounds of in- 
sanity, though he suffered from 


‘intense religious mania. . 


Our old home near London 
was left to my mother for her 
lifetime. She cannot afford to 
live in it. At her death it goes 
to the religious body. At our 
denth this gots the whole estate. 

We were good. and obedient 
children and did nothing to de- 
serve this harsh treatment. 


Left With 4 Children 


MANY of the cases

meeting of the British Empire 

y: Relief Association, held 
at the India Office. 


“Tt can never forget seeing in Malaya 
young children in the incipient stages 
of leprosy,” he remarked. 


Sir Willlam Peel, who Is chairman 
of the executive committee, sub- 
mitted the annual report. He said 
that the partnership of Belra—to give 
its short name—with Toc H had 
enabled them to expand their 
aetivities with considerable success. 

Through Toc H they had obtained 
the services of a dozen young lay 
qvoricers who had given up their 
vocnttons nt home and gone abroud on 
fg bare subsistence allowance to devote 
their lives ‘to lepers in the Empire. 

They had n wailing Itst of 50 
further volunteers, but could not, 
with present resources, afford to send 
out more. 

It wos estimated thut there were at 
lenst 2,000,000 lepers In the British 
.Empire, and as yet little had been 
achieved jn checking or materially 
diminishing the Ineidence of that 
vterrible scourge. 

It was essential that more should be 
.done In the way .of preventive work, 

It wus In that respect that the Jay 
aworkers could be so -helpful.

When we get into the 
world outside we shall find that we 
ore {n contact with women all the 
time, so we might as well: get used to

Senator Pittman has {introduced a 
resolution In the Senate secking a 
Congressional Vote of Confidence on

The mere fact thot the resolution 
has been introduced to Congress as- 
sures that !t will be published In the 
Congressional Records. 

But Senator Pittman's resolution 
goes further than that. It suggests 
that the Foragn Relations Committec 
of the Senate should study the whole 
guestion of Japanese bombings of 
Canton, and should determine what 
oetion ts possible to halt the practice 
of bombing open towns. 

Senator Pittman, in introducing the 
resolution, prulsed President Roose- 
velt’s pollcey respecting the indiscri- 
minate bombing of civillans In China 
and Spain.

OF HAWKERS 


Yesterday a Hongkong magis- 
trate expressed the opinion that 
the police of the Colony were 
“working overtime to no good 
purpose” in arresting eighty-six 
hawkers in Wanchai and West 
Point during the week-end. 
The magistrate is a busy man 
and anyone can understand and 
apprecinto his very human 
exasperation at having these 
cases put before him when im- 
portant matters are occupying 
his mind, And in spite of the 
fact that the police appear to 
think it so, the rounding up of 
these unfortunate hawkers is 
not important, relatively speak- 
ing, to the welfare of Hongkong. 
Most of them appear to be in- 
offensive enough, trying to earn 
an honest living, which is more 
than can be said for a consider- 
able proportion of the lower 
class clement of this community. 
The scores of cases of snatching 
and other minor crimes which 
come before the magistrates are 
proof enough on that point. Be- 
sides, it is considerably better, to 
have hawkers, even unlicenced 
hawkers, peddling their pitiful 
roods in the streets and making 
enough money to buy themselves 
a bowl or two of rice and fish, 


‘\than to have them begging in 


their full force. The magis- 
trate, commenting on the ques- 
tion of licensing these people, 
observed that it appeared to be 


+easier for young men and women 


to procure permission to sell 
their little wares than for the old 
ones. Surely this is manifestly 
unfair. Without any knowledge 
of the requirements of the 
requirements of the authorities 
which issue these licences, it is 
impossible to criticise. But on 
the evidence of the magistrate 
himself it appears that somc- 
thing is radically wrong with 
the system. If old people are to 
be deprived of the_opportunity 
of making a meagre living a8 
hawkers, they have no recourse, 
jn.most instances, except to turn 
to mendicacy. They are too 
slow, in all probability, to be 
successful thieves. One would 
think that they would be given 
all the assistance possible by 
authority to keep them out of 
mischicf, It is a shame to 
punish them -for trying to carn 
enough to live on in the only way 
that seems -to be open.to them. 

It is not too much to say thot 
Hongkong possesses one of the 
finest police forces in the Far 
East..

A. Private Member's — Bill, 
which has just been passed un- 
opposed at the Third Reading, 
has opened the gates of justice 
for numerous possible victims of 
the future. 


If this Bill—the Inheritance 
(Family Provision) Bill, which 
was so ably piloted by Mr, Stan- 
ley Holmes, is equally successful 
in the Lords, it will be a further 
proof that the private member 
may still be the means of put- 
ting on the Statute Book really 
important reforms. 

In the debate on the Third 
Reading I described myself as 
the “great-grand-mother” of the 
Bill, and my mind went back to 
the first measure dealing with 
the evil of the disinherited 
family, which I introduced in 
1931. 


Tyrannical Spite 
pHs was based on the 
principje of Scottish 
and Continental Law, also fol- 
lowed in certain States in Ame- 
rica, whereby the surviving 
spouse or child has a statutory 
right to a fixed proportion of the 
estate. 

That Bill was referred to a 
Joint Select Committee of both 
Houses of Parliament, which 
reported that a reform was de- 
sirable, but that it preferred the 
plan followed in many parts of 
the Dominions whereby a dis- 
inherited wife, husband or child 
has the right of appeal to the 
courts. 

These, at their discretion, 
order suitable provision to be 
made out of the estate. 

As it has passed the House of 
Commons, the present Bill. re- 
presents. a compromise. It does 
not give everything that some of 
ug would wish. 

But it docs provide at last 
what English law, alone among 
the codes of civilised countries, 
has lacked for so long. 

Husbands, wives, or children 
disinherited through no fault of 
their own, by some tyrannical 
spite or senile whim, are given 
some protection. 

Right of appeal against an 
alleged “unjust will” is granted, 


under the Bill, only to the hus- 
band or wifo of the testator; 
children under 21; or, if over 21, 
to unmarried daughters and dis- 
abled sons. 

Except in the case of estates 
of less than £2,000 in value, the 
court can only make provision 
from the income, and not from 
the capital of the estate. 

In cases where the testator left 
wife or husband and one or more 
dependents, the court might 
order that reasonable provision 
be made, provided the amount of 
such annual income did not ex- 
ceed two-thirds of the total in- 
come of the estate. 

Where wife or husband only, 
or dependents only, are left, the 
amount of annual income which 
the court might order to be pro- 
vided should not be more than 
one-half of the total income of 
the estate. 

Full regard must be given to 
all relevant circumstances, in- 
cluding the conduct of the dis- 
inherited person, and any just 
reason for the disinheritance, 
before a decision is given. 

Opponents of the Bill have 
often urged that there are few 
hard enses under the existing 
aw. 

They would change their esti- 
mate of the degree of suffering 
caused by the Englishman’s 
right to cut off his family with 
the proverbial shilling if they 
could read through the files of 
letters which I and other pro- 
moters of the Bill have received 
from every part of the country. 

The most frequent cause of 
the tragedy is the “second 
woman,” to whom the husband 
transfers his affections when 
his wife grows old. 

Typical of these cases is that 
of the widow of a medical prac- 
titioner in Lancashire of whom 
I have heard. Married when 
her husband was only a student, 
she even entered domestic ser- 
vice to enable him to have money 
to take his degree. 

For many years they were 
happily married. Then her hus- 
band met a younger woman, to 
whom he left all his money. Now 
his widow is almost penniless. 
She just manages to exist on 
some public relief, and on slen- 
der assistance from her father, 
who has an old-age pension. 

I have before me a letter from 
a woman living at a South Coast 
town, who says: 

My father died in 1907 leaving 
£60,000. He left my mother an 
annuity of £250, and his four 
daughters an annuity of £60. 
The remainder was left to a re- 
ligious body. We could not up- 
set the will on grounds of in- 
sanity, though he suffered from 
intense religious mania. ;

WE know the exercise of 
the power requircs no 
supernatural gifts, but is within 
the reach of anyone with a ready 
tongue; that it can benefit thou- 
sands of cases of minor trouble 
such as those of students ap- 
proaching an examination who 
want to work but cannot con- 
centrate; that it is a short cut 
daily employed in psychological

Millions Endangered

exposed to danger by the foods. 

It is inconceivable that China, with 
painful knowledge In past centurics 
of the terrible destruction wrought 
by uncontrolicd waters from the 
YeHow River, would deliberately 
bring death ond misery to so vast a 
part of jts population. 

Yet there ts no galnsaying the fact 
that the floods sweeping across the 
Plains of Honan will serlously impede 
the Japanese operations. Any hope 
Japan may have had of advancing on 
Hankow across Honun or along the 
Pelplng-Hankow Rallway has been 
virtually ended by the new enemy, 
which ts conquerable only by the 
will of Providence. —Trans-Occan. 


All Fighting Censes 


Shanghai, June 13. 

A messaye from Peiping states that 
all fighting east of Chengchow, the 
junction of the Lunghai and Peiping- 
Hankow Rallway, has been stopped 
by floods, enemy of Japanese and 
Chinose alike. 

The Japanese ndmit that the 
breaches in the Yellow River dykes 
above the Lunghal Rallway, between 
Chengchow and Kalfeng, are causing 
seriaus floods, and are holding up 
thelr advance to Chengchow. 

Many of these breaches are up to 
1244 yards wide. 

The Jopanese are concentrating. 
every effort upon repairing them. 
They claim they are assisted by 
thousands of formers who are 
threatened with death and ruin by 
the rising tide of red-brown, sand- 
laden waters tearing down from the 
source of “China’s Sorrow” high in 
the Tibetan mountains. 

Floodwaters are pouring 
towards the Lunghai 
Reuter. 


Advance Entirely Halted 
Hankow, June 14. 

The Japanese advance on 
Chengchow has been completely 
halted by the Yellow River 
floods and the Japanese have 
now commenced a general with- 
drawal towards Kweiteh from 
the Kaifeng area. - 

The information was released by a 
Chinese spokesman ot this morning's 
press conference, 

The flood waters crossed the 
Lunghai Railway on Sunday morning 
and ore now rapidly spreading cast- 
ward and southeastward, forcinit 
Japanese troops and Chinese civilians 
allke to retreat before thelr menace. 

The breaches at Hunuankou are 
from 120 to 150 feet wide. In this 
areu, constant silting of the river 
with sand hos. rafsed the river-bed 
above the surrounding terrain, arid 
the only thing hitherto keeping the 
river in check-has been the man- 
made mattress dykes. With these 
dykes broken, the entire waters of 
the Yellow River have found a new 
unimpeded path, along the old bed 
which, 80 years ago, took the mighty 
waters of China's Sorrow to the sca 
at Halchow instead of. in the Gulf 
of Chibli, 300 miles northwards.
